It is not clear, of course, that w e should 
go all the w'ay in copying the good points 
of this system, but to subject federal de­ 
partment heads to congressional quizzing 
at regular intervals might be an exceed­ 
ingly wholesome reform. 
Under R ep. H arlan ’s plan, a cabinet 
member would appear on the senate floor 
each Tuesday and 
on the house floor 
each Thursday. He w'ould be entitled to 
participate in the debates, and he would 
be I'eqtiired to answ’er such questions as 
the members might put to him. 
As a means of keeping the legislative 
branch in closer touch wnlh the plans 
and actions of the executive,
